The  1964  summer  at  Miniwanca  was  full 
and  successful.  The  three  words,  Spirit,  En- 
thusiasm, Full-Speed,  best  describe  our  days 
there.  As  ever,  we  had  the  blend  of  a mean- 
ingful, purposeful  program,  fine  leadership, 
and  wonderful  young  people  eager  to  accept  the 
challenge  given  them.

NAVAJOS  rewrote  the  Miniwanca  All-Time  Swim- 
ming Record  Book,  5 new  records  were  estab- 
lished in  the  11  event  swimming  meet.  It  is 
characteristic  of  Miniwanca' s emphasis  on 
group  effort  that,  in  spite  of  the  NAVAJO  in- 
dividual record  breaking, the  DAKOTAS  over-all 
average  was  enough  for  them  to  win  the  meet.

MERROWVISTA 


This  summer  was  an  exciting  one  for  Merrowvista.  Our  new  Senior  Unit  program  got  off  to  an  excellent  beginning 
with  a large  number  of  campers  being  involved.  Last  April  the  Trustees  decided  to  consolidate  the  camping  pro- 
grams at  Merrowvista  so  as  to  have  two  camping  sessions,  one  for  girls  and  another  for  boys,  each  of  four  weeks 
duration.  By  increasing  the  age  limits  of  these  camps  to  18,  we  were  able  to  add  a four  week  Senior  Unit 
program  for  senior  high  school  young  people,  15-18.  This  summer  sixty  campers  participated  in  this  program, 
which  seeks  to  combine  the  best  of  both  the  younger  and  the  older  camps.  Major  emphasis  is  put  on  leadership 
training  with  several  opportunities  for  practical,  "on-the-spot"  leadership  experience. 

Our  total  enrolment  for  the  two  camps  reached  new  peaks,  with  91  girls  and  59  boys.  These 
represented  twenty-five  different  states,  giving  us  geographical  spread  that  is  so  important 
in  our  camps. 

Two  new  programs  were  added  this  summer,  sailing  and  canoe  tripping.  Two  sailboats  mark  the 
beginning  of  our  fleet,  and  the  gift  of  a canoe  trailer  now  makes  it  possible  for  our  Senior 
Campers  to  participate  in  not  only  mountain  climbing  trips,  but  also  canoe  trips  on  our  New  England  rivers. 

Another  program  feature  will  be  added  next  summer,  FAMILY  CAMPING.  For  the  week  between  the  Girls  and  Boys 
camps,  we  will  be  able  to  accommodate  approximately  twenty  families  for  a Founder  Family  Camping  Week.  There 
will  be  specific  programming  for  the  various  age  groups,  with  the  afternoons  set  aside  for  family  group  acti- 
vities. More  information  can  be  had  by  writing  the  Foundation  office. 

Registrations  are  now  coming,  but  space  is  definitely  available  for  1965.  We  would  appreciate  your  recommending 
campers  for  Merrowvista.  I will  be  making  several  promotional  trips  and  would  be  happy  to  show  slides  in  homes 
of  our  Founder  families  who  would  be  interested  in  spreading  the  news  about  Merrowvista.
